The judge who
fixed his sentence, did the best that
he could for a man in a strange land,
speaking a strange totngue, who had
& wife and nine children.

Then it was that friends of the
Italian wife left behind, and of the
nine little black haired, black eyed
children, began to intercede, A mother
with nine children during these days
of high cost of living, finds it im-
posible to “make ends meel” even
when the fathe? and husband is em-
ployed regularly: .

“Your, only chance,” they were told,
“is to sse the President and the De-
partment of Justice.”

Most of Vito's friénde, and those of
Mrs. Vite and all the nine littie Vitos'
weres unacquainted with American cus-
toma and with the English tongue.

BRITAIN TAKING STEPS TO CONTROL ALCOHOL
PRODUCTION.

LONDON, December 29.—It was officially announced today that
owing to the constantly increasing requirements of alcohol for the pro-
duétion of munitions and for other war purposes, the minister of mu-
nitions had appointed a committee representing the distillery interests as
well as the government departmnts, to consider the best means to adopt
to sgcure adequate supplies,

Many other of the foreign governments already exercise control of the alcohol production for precisely the same
reason which is prompting England's predicted action, and our own government’s Ordnance Bureau reports like
needs for alcohol.
